This 
can?? frm what he had do«e on the asslfpwrent that awaited h1^ after his socorlty 
was cleared. 

In house it was known at “The Paris Case.« !t was not known elsewhere except 
'jSparts of the Area’s Adjutant tSsnerai's Sffice and the unitary Police. 

There had been these fotir brave young Awlcans of French-CaRadiaf} ancestry, 
Amy enlisted men who spoke Frsajch and who had volunteered for an extraordinarily 
dangerous parachute drop behind »aal nees in France. Paris was the na^e of the 
sergeant who was squad leader. The case was code-nfflsed after hi®» not the city. 
T»se fcrjr had been involved in a f1§ht with the Washifeton military pet ire who were 
throughly beaten up by those with cca^aMc tratnino. The HP's, who started the 
faacus, then frm&i the Paris teass who were in Washington awaiting transoortstisn.

But a«;^tl Wllllm {“Nlld Sill") ilorrovan. then Intelligence 
ccKSTjander, a man with aa intense loyalty to tliose under him, believed his fssn had

Su weeks Uter the four were freed, their reccrds cleansed of the injestlce, 
and the MP coramander, a former feig-cfty cop, was « suicide.

Allet'i OulleSy once chlefest spook of thea? all, personlflsti this In sop* of 
George's worh 1n his iJitcr fears vfhen ills investigating and fvritlnj? turned lo m~ 
posing tii«se hazards to frso and -dciaocratic society. As a ^^es&cr of the warren 
Ci>-i¥.!issioo. Dulles had actually told his fslloy ethers, in deep secrecy, that 

perjury is the spook way of life - and that it is necessary, right and proper. An 
agefst ^wuli even to his own superior if that were necessary. Pisresiving this 
satos necessity, that superior would accept what he knew to be a lie and It 
upward, 

Gaorge's work tsade hfe an expert in the lisproper deir^stic activities of those 
soencies that turnsd frea thair proper and necessary functions, turned against 
thgir own people, chiefly tut not exclusively the F3I and the CIA, where piranoia 
heca.Tiia pstrietlSi'e. 

Seorge had lost direct contact with those with whofii ne had sorvad In intellt- 
fjence, but so3« old-tts^srs who had stayed out In the cold rsB>efflhered what ii© had 
done for Faris and that crew.

Alaost half of the Inspeci^tor fiOneraVs report dealt with the defenestration 
of Henry Cott. All of It was about experlffKnts In feehavlor control *■ alne-baa^lng. 

The pages were written In bureaycratese. a fors of English devsbpcd over the 
years to hide part of what it says mi to avoid saying what is officially esbar- 
rassing sittbeut the avoidance tseing readily apparent. KsEiOS are written with suth 
411ps1s and Indirection tiiat within days nobody can say with certainty what was 
really vrjeaot. One that once reached fieorge was a diractive frssiG the Attorney 
O^ersl to an Assistant Attorney Sensral. It ordered a passive 'fin|«rnal Investiga* 
tiofi {csglUh egulvalent; coyor"Up) without ever stating the subject of the 
Investigation* hiding it further by assigning the need to ’racent testimony.' Mhat 
testimony? <»bers? By whmR? Dozens of thousands of courts have tsstlmony every 
day. as do the Congress and arclnlstratlve bodies. 

Records are created to nave a mming Inside $pockdo:fi that can be denied out* 
side It should copies ever Uak. After the passing of a few weeks, nobody would 
admit recalling what '*tast1mofty“’ was referred to. (Actually, it was a dclayni’d 
ofinfesslon of the sins of D. Edgar Hoover fcy the FBI'S UkK^^ar 3 f?«n. delayed, 
IncojJipUte and deliberately misleading, the deception and misdirect ion were ob- 
scueed by the sensation.) 

Only those with persoBil knowlodge can fully comprarisno the tureaucratose 
that Is used far covering up, $eEgetig»5 those with prior sseparignee can »a »!0 out

left no doBbt Henty Cott had ^een CIA and had bees kiVlad by his o«a. 

Me gwrkad In a dual roT«^ He was ewploysd In his cover Job with the Aray 
Chesilcal Warfare Service. He also had been a witting part of a saall CIA "Special 
Operations SfOMp“ Inside the Cheslcal Warfare Service In which all the Bllltary 
sclsfftlsts were also CIA operatives. It was a perfect natural cover; scientists 
pursuing their science in the <^an tn an agency sf scientific research t*11® work- 
ing clandestinely for the Agency, 

Henry Cott's dedicfttiof- and his patriotic Inteotlans were clear through the 
clouding of Unouaoe. ^^adHon’s daring Insistence that the fasHly be provided 
for was straight and pUln. This clarity In expression and record-keeping was 
essential to the justification of llna-of-duty ruling in the death. 

VS It also was clear, fros^ the need to be able to explain the jswjthly payiaents to 
Cott's survivors, that ISP had been dropped Into his Cointreau without his prior 
knowledge. 

What 1$ not clear and whet no questions were asked about Is how he continued 
hallucinating for store than ten days on e single dose. That Just does not happen. 

Nor was It clear why there was the long delay Is killing hla. The elaborate 
cover that was being worked out during this period was hidden well, 

Theee was no mystery about what had happened. Cott really had plunged to his 
death through the closed window- Ha had net been pushed out of an open window. 

His Staashed corpse held bits of glass. The rsedical examiner did retrieve their, at 
the autopsy. 

There had not been a day during which Cott and his escort. The *1an fro;s the 
Pentagon, had not been seen together In public. At th* theater, in the better 
resteyrants, in taxicabs and at their hotel - all over flew fork. 

£icn ti®€ Cottas cofiditloh worsened he was seen by the doctor not publicly 
known as the CiA*s ??iaR. The doctor had records, Cott's roea held the dated 
prescriptions. 



(Tht aortor, Stothsr Lleber^^stt-, who tilled Nfmsolf $ psKhtstrlsl and 
practiced ps/chlatry, was not trained a$ a psychiatrist, Actually, he was an 
allergist experienced in reactions to hallucinogens, ^sw York law dees not r$- 
qulre specialized psychiatric training for a licensed doctor te practice It.) 

But hew was Cott driyen to destroy hlaself? 

If the clue was in these pages, tt escaped George. 

He knew there would be no p«n1sh*s»nt for the wurder, an official s^urder, an 
official issasslnatlwi; that no case would ever go to court on it. Who prosecutes 
the prosecutor? But he felt 1ag»el1«d to solve the crime Itself, it was more than 
a compoHIcn to live a whodunit or accept an Intell&ctaal challenge. Mhen tbs 
gov«rfii?}ent goes around killing citicens la peicetlste, when the spooks can ans do 
kill OR whiw and with impunity* no one is safe and the systea: of society itself Is 

joopardizsd. It was srore ghoulish to NIs because Cott was a ®oral, tdlenteo ?i!«n 
with rare skills that, sBsployed constructive ly^ might have led to the curing af 
killing diseases. It was laote bizarre because Celt's patriotism had directed him 
Into bending science to the destruction of a land foreign to hie!. 

{Twanty years after Cott's death Fort Hetrick |is converted to tioacefal ^d1^ 
cine. It becaise the federal center for research into the causes and possible care 
of cancer.) 

froKt all the d3cijr:eats Jwd personal knowledge shout Gott the cover-up was 
tr»tsparent. Soglnoifig aft^r he was freaked out. there wore reports alleging 
psychiatric probTesis, delusl^s and suleldat tend^efes. These ware bracketed 
with truth about his outstanding professional career, bis dedication and fine 
character. Also included were real tovestlgatlvs reports by CIA investigators 
who* naturally ssoagn, concluded It was a suicide. Superficially, these were done 
Clsv8i% * Actually, what appeared to be clever could not be overlooked . That 
Llebergott was not a trained psyciilatrist Is explicit as Is the ^ew York police 
suspIcloB Of The mn fros the i^entagon. The logical official belief that he was 
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protecting thft Agency by not <f1sc1s$t!ig h1$ connection lafltf! It explained his un- 
satisfactory responses before he cTsif^d It In a personal stater^ent an«! official 
Interviews. It was too risky to try to hide th-a police suspicions. Insteao, Uisy 
were given an acceptable explanation a part of the coverMp. 

Vet there remained provocative oddities *or« than 20 y^ars after the tragedy* 
Cne of the actual CIA Investigators signed hiniself “dasies ficC. ' Jases “cCord* 
fortierly both FBI and CIA* was a iiatergats burglar. 

Thert were aany ~ cotmtless - projects in behavior control and modification, 
Each separate cryptenyss represented a series. A January 17, 1975* said of 
"*ULTt?A only that H "dealt with drug or counter*-drug research and developasent."* 

This toying with the nelnd Is linked to men who Jid figure in other assassina- 
tions. 

The work was done under TSS* Technical Services division, later OTt, Office 
of Technical Services. This is the part that provided Watergater E. Htward Hunt 
with cover tdentlflcatians and secret technical assistance. Until June 1373 it was 
headed by Or. Sidney Gottlieb. The otiiar mn whose niuaes appear range froa '‘Shef" 
(for Sheffield) Edwards, honcf'io on the attempts against Castrd^s life in the 1960s, 
to aichard He1xs, whose career began with ^dirty works'* described eophessisticti 1y 
as 'Operations"* and *Plans* * Helm was DCl, or Director, Central Intelllgenc® , 
when Hunt received the illicit CIA help and when ssost of the behavior -modiffcatlen 
records were destroyed on his personal order. 

Vfhat was destroyed and what remained hidden may never be known, but the author 
of tiio January 17. 1375, m THE RECORD'* on "SUSJECT; KKULTRA'’, the 

CIA 'Officer*^ who signed himself only '*102702,“ concluded with these words; 

"Over ay stated objections the iNKlilTM files were destroyed by order of the 
DCI {Mr. Helms) shortly before his departure fros5 office.' 

The records of destruction were Included in l^e 'book club" package.

When there were 1S2 nawbered 
under only one of the six, George shuddered In border at the thought of what could 
have happened to so ^any people* 

Once these J^tltTRA records were ^®ory-ho1ed, Helws and Gottlieb decawped, 
Whatever their motives. Incriminations t© be found by successors were fesnr. 

Thera happened to be no real danger frews any successor DCIs. ifllHas Colby, 

a career spook from the dlrty-werks end, followed Helis. Colby then was forced 
out when Congress nibbled around the edges of other scandals, police-state treat- 
sent of fojer leans In the Unitad States, He added a macabre touch by undertaking a 
public defense of the CIA*s i&1sdeed$. He barnstormed the lecture and Ti talk-show 
circuits on “Constitutional InteTlIgesce In America.' the title of a bock he was 
writing, George could not recall any provision of the Consttlatlon that saactlons 
twisting ainds. torture and asstsslnatloas. 

If all these records of official horrors remained and leaked after the destruc- 
tion, whit could there not have been In what was destroyed and what had not been 
leaked? yhat a harvest of tltonts of humafi suffering! 

In the Cott *wrder the outlines of a solution were visible. The ^tive had 
to be and was limited. The fact available and simple analysis ellt^inated the pos- 
sibility af 1 personal assassination. T«> ©any people were involved. It was what 
the KS8 calls a -llgold affair,* a liquidation^ a “dismissal with ^ntrom prejodlcs," 
the Viet Saa phrase » an official order. It therefore had to b« for an official 
reason. Tills meant and had to mean that on sotse official ^v«l Cott was not trussed 
because he knew dangerous secrets the exposure of whlcn. In official tsellef, was 
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aor® <5ang»ro\is to offisljaldoa thaa gattiag ftaught In a peaaetla® 
dosastle assassination, as «moial opi®* for yhUh thara la no prolan 
praceiaat.
